MAHSIIFIBLD, Or., October 2.—Four 


people wore drowned yesterday after- 
noon near North Slough sand point by 
the capsizing of a sail boat. 


Their names are B. M. De Louney,two 


children, and John Wickland. 


Be Louney, his wife and three child- 


ren, Miss JJettie Benson andJohn Wick- 
laud comprised u party which had been 
jit tlie sand hills. They embarked for 
North Bend and when about sixty yards 
off shore Wickland set sail in a email 
skiff. The boom, when struck by a gust 
of wind gibed to, striking AVickland, 
who was standing up, knocking him 
over the gunwale of the craft and upset- 
ting it, throwing Us seven occupants 
into the water. 
De Louney seized his youngest boy, 


about 5 years old, and started for shore. 
Ho went down with his son. Wickland 
Started for shore, but when a few feet 
from tho boat 1m sunk and was never 
seen again. MM. ])e Louney and two 
children and Miss Hum-on clung to the 
foundered craft fully an hour. Miss 
Benson got the mast out of the boat and 
laid the sail ilat across to prevent its 
turning in flic water, and in this way 
she paddled the boat to the shore. 


During the interval they were in the 
ijj 


water Mrs. DC Louney lost her hold on 
the boat and was sinking, when Miss 
Benson grabbed her and hauled her 
into the boat again. She had aleo kept 
Mrs. De Louncy's little daughter on tho 
sunken craft fully hull an hour, whtsn 
she fell off and wns drowned. 


Tlie bodies of Mr. De Louney and son 


were recovered today.

ing California wines-at the World's Fair. 
The task is a large one as tho wino ex- 
hibit of the Oolden State is an extensive 
one. 
"When wo got through with the fair 


we will have a Christmas tree full of 
medals and diplomas," said Mr. "VVet- 
jnore, who is in charge of the exhibit, 
today. "We do not caro for Ibis; we 
want a critical examination of our goods 
nnd a fair and impartial report of them. 
Medals and diplomas represent nothing. 
What the exhibitors of California want 
is a scientific report on their wares, and 
through Mr. Oldham we are sure of get- 
ting it. Mr. Oldham is a wine merchant 
of London and ia competent to render a 
scientific and intelligent report on the 
improvements which we have made in 
viticulture." 


In addition to tho examination by 


Oldham, 1'rof. II. W. Wiley, cliiet chem- 
ictof tho United States department of 
agriculture, haa consented to make a 
thorough examination of tho wines, and 
be began today and will spend some 
time at it. 
Ills report \vill relate prin- 


cipally to the purity of tho wine. Tho 
juries appointed tu (.4*1 wines at tho ex- 
position' are now regarded with much 
favor fov most foreigners.

tria, have representatives on the ground 
who will make separate reports to their 
commissions. France lias three exports 
and they will, in all likelihood, test Cal- 
ifornia wines.

Upon tho discharge of the jury, con- 


inuefi Goucher's atlldavit, there woro 
nado numerous expressions, approach 
ng threats against Ihu life of lljo juror 
vho had voted for acquittal.

character of excitement and hostilitj 
was not confined to any one class of peo 
>lc, but seemed to represent the genera 
lentimcnt of the community, Includin] 
arge representations of people from lo 
jclities other than Fresno city. Ailian 
claims to have heard similar expression: 
of hostility since the trial from peonlt 
n and outside of this city, and that thii 
tosttlily exists to such an emphatic do 
;rce that the defendant cannot have a 


lowtxi when the court lined him, thy 
alliant expreuws the belief that it won 
not intended aa H lebuke to him, but 
simply allowed the state of feeling 
igninst the defendant in thin commu- 
nity. The aimlause was not only in the 
mtlieiico. but came from parties within 
the bur, among them Major McWhirter 
mil others interested in tho prosecu- 
tion In the cast), and in full sight of the 
court.

So bitter was the feeling against 


Heath and his attorneys that the alliant 
was surprised lie wns able to leave 
Fresno alive. Ho verily believes that it 
would be unsafe for tho defendant to 
ippenr in person on behalf of this mo- 
tion and does not believe, from the con- 
duct of certain deputies in the sheriff's 
office, that Heath would be protected 
from bodily harm should an attack be 
made upon him by the residents of tho 
county. 


The affiant also takes a fling at Deputy

"Many hundreds of popple aro wait- 


ing for the Midwinter Fair before com- 
ing to California. Instead of going to 
tlio World's Fair thoy are keeping their 
money in order to come to the coast, 
and there isn't the slightest doubt that 
a goodly number of them will nmtu 
their homes in this state. 


"1 find that the panicky feeling in tin 
East has turned tliu attention of thu 
people California ward and many of then 
are preparing to come hero, expecting to 
go into fruit raising. 


"The only difficulty I had to canton 


with was the opposition of thu bankers 
and caplUiUftP, wlui naturally do no 
want their people to leave their ol< 
homes. The pcdplo came to mu bj 
scores, and my time was well taken ui 
in telling them of California in general 
and Fresno in particular. All of then 
Kcumcd anxious to bo thoroughly in- 
formed concerning thla county's 
re- 


sources and I satisfied them as well us 1 
could, taking care not to exaggerate- in 
the slightest. 


"My only drawback was n lack of ad- 


vertising matter, which, had 1 had any, 
1 could have used to good purpose. The 
county and staU-Hhomd also be more ex- 
tensively advertised in tlm Eustxirn pa- 
pers. The people whom I havo induced 
to settle in Fresno county will locate 
upon fruit land. I am convinced that 
the best results in the direction of in- 
ducing immigration this way aro to be 
ohtJiined by personal interviews. 


"A mutter f wish to call tho fruit 


growers' and vinoyanlists" attention to 
is tho marketing of their products. 
California fruit is mostly way billed lo 
Chicago and New York, whereas there 
i^ available a lar^e market in the smaller 
cities and towns in the states (Mist of the 
Kocky Mountains that is entirely, ig- 
nored. 


*'We aro not pushing our proilucla as 


we should and ought to distribute them 
in a more effectual manner. I brought 
orders for several carloads of dried fruits 
and raisins from dealers in interior 
cities, and am confident thata largo por- 
tion of our crop could he disposed of in 
this manner by the exercise of energy 
and good business methods. The same 
stalc'of affairs is noticeable as regards 
California wines, which, like the other 
products mentioned, are shipped to Chi- 
cago and New York. I actually had 
calls for California wines in Omaha, 
Sioux City and other towns in Nebraska 
and other states." 


Through Mr. Ciridith's unaided efforts

This tide is always given to 
tho eldest sou of the ruler reigning over 
liii-land. and it came In this way: 


Wales is now part of tho kingdom of 


Great Britain, as Irelantl and Scotland 
are 
Hut once for a long timo Wales 


was a separate kingdom. At lust tlio 
Eii-lish conquered it, and then after 
lhnt there were always plots and robol- 
ious among tho Welsh people. By mid 
by an English king wont with his queen 
Into Wales to see it Iho Welsh woro ill 
treated, and if they were to try to make 
things easier and ploasaiiter for them. 
The Welsh nobles and leaders all camo 
together to mcot their English kiug and 
to complain to him. 


But the king gave them no chance to 


epcak 
lie rose and told them he had 


heard they wanted n princo of theirown, 
and that he meant lo givo them one—a 
born -Welshman and speaking 110 other 
language. 


Then, as the Welsh joyfully cheered as 


loud us they could, ho fetched ont his 
baby sou, born tho night before in tho 
Welsh castle, and of course tho baby 
could "spcnk no other language," as ho 
was not able to speak nt all. Ever since 
Iho oldest son of tho English royal fami- 
ly has been culled tho "prince of Wales. 
That ruler deserved his own titlo "king," 
for "king" is a word that comes from 
"koenig," winch means a "wise" or 
"knowing moil." I suppose the first 
rulers—the heads or kings of small tribes 
—came to bo so by "knowing more," by 
being "wiser," than tho other men of the 


"Czar" and "kaiser" both camo from 


the Lotiu word "cresar," tho title of the 
great conquering Rouiau rulers, whose 
only law was their own mil. 


Tho czar of Russia and tho young 


Kaiser William of Germany havo much 
more power over their subjects than the 
queen of England has over tho people of 
En-laud. ••Sultan"isauother such title, 
aud it comes from an Arabic word, 
which meaus "absolute lord." 


Orovcr Cleveland's title, "president," 


means ono appointed to sit before or 
over others. 
It comes from tho two 


Latin words "prm," which means "be- 
fore." and "siaco," which means "to sit.' 
The title shows that the president's busi- 
ness is to sit before or above tho lav.- 
ma!:ei-s and carry out and execute the 
lav.-.! they frame. This is why tho prcsi- 
t'.cr.t i3 sometimes called tho "chief ex- 
ecutive." 


••(.V'taiu" means "head man. It 


comes from the word "cuput," which 


u, ,3 -the head." 
"Colonel" comes 


from (he same Latin root word as "col- 
umn," 
mid the titlo no doubt rose from 


tlio regimental practice of marching or 
attacking in column, with their com- 
mander at the head. 


As to the two titles "democrat" and 


"republican." when a small hoy hears 
them ho generally thinks of ono or Iho 
other of those political parties as tho 
pcoplo who are not of his father's way 
of thinking. It will do him no harm to 
mow exactly what each of theso party 
titles really menus. 


"Democrat" comes from tho Ureek 


word "demos." which means "tho pco- 
plo," aud from "kratos," which nicuns 
"power." So u "democrat" is ono who 
believes in the power or sovereignty of 
Iho people, each acting as nearly an may 
bo for himself. 


"Republican" comes from Iho Latin 


words "res publica," which mean "for

I made a visit on tho 10th aud 17th 


iust. to tho Convent La Grande Char- 
treuse, which lies off in the mountains 
south of Chnmbery and north of Urcno- 
blo. I stnld nil night in the convent and 
attended midnight mass. My bedroom 
(No. 18) was about half as big ns that 
littlo bedroom you and I occupied nt 
Jcsi during our Italian trip, but moro 
plainly furnished. As I couldn't sleep 
rcry well, I got up and went to mass at 
t quarter to 11, staid there nearly two 
hours and then wont to bed at 3 a. in. 
At n few minutes before 11 tho monks 
(peres, not freros) camo filing in from 
their colls, each carryinga littlo lantern. 
Not ono of them uttered n word for 
Bomo timo; then 0110 of them made a 
slight noiso as though with his knuckles 
on a desk, and the Latin chant of about 
four notes heunii and continued with 
slight interruptions for an hour und 
throe-quarters. Then each relighted hi? 
littlo lantern, pnt out the light hold in 11 
littlo reflector on tho breast to light up 
tho book befora him. and as silently as 
they came they went oft' to their colls.

44 frcres. The jicrcs uro tho raoro nd- 


1, live in their colls from wooVs 


euu to week's end, except for their 
church services at midnight and one 
meal together on Sundays and church 
holidays. Theso pores uover spcnlc to 
each other nor to any ono whatever ex- 
cept when out on n promenade, which 
they tako ouco a week. The freres do 
the business of tho convent and are less 
restricted, though they never go ontsido 
ot tho 12 ncro walled inclosuro without 
permission. No woman is over allowed 
to go inside of that wallod inclosuro cs- 
ccpt by written permission from tho 
pope, and (Jncen Victoria was tho last 
ono having that permission. 


My trip to this convent, through a 


beautiful mountainous country, aud the 
lost uino kilometers at the side of a 
mountain torrent, delighted mo greatly. 
There was nothing but amulo path-to 
this convent until 1834, and their idea of 
living "dans nno solitude absoluo" was 
well carried out for nearly 800 years. It 
is a strange idea of God and o! tho way 
to get to lieaven that yon should abandon 
tho world and all its trials and duties so 
that yon may please him and gain ahap-
